New Delhi, the 21st January, 1991 

No . sol 1.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
19 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of 
Undertaking) Act, 1980, the Board of Directors of New Bank 
of India in consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and 
wi-h the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby 
makes the following regulations further to amend New Batik 
of India Officers Service Regulations, 1982. 


2 Short Title and Commencement:—(i) These Regulations 
may be called New Bank of India Officers Service (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1987. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the dite of thcii publi¬ 
cation in the official Gazette. 


3, Amendments to Regulation 21 

On and from 1-11-1987, Dearness Allowance Scheme shall 
be ,ts under:— 

(i) Dearness Allowance shall be payable for every rise or 
fall of 4 points over 603 points in the quarterly average 
of the All India Average Working Class Consumer 
Price Index (General) Base 1960=100.
